For several days following 
the election, the constituency had a 
different representative each morn- 
ing according to the Calgary papers, 
butat last the two condidates who 
had a chance to win, got together at 
a little love feast, counted over the 
ballots, looked wise, shook hands 
and agreed that the people wanted 
Fred Davis to have the M.P, P. af- 
ter his name. And s0 the whole 
thing is over, Davis, M.P P. having 
just 87 more friends in the constit- 
uency than J. P. MacArthur. 

Ex-Governor Leedy of Kansas, 
who took a run on the Non-Partisan 
ticket, found that his ticket did7not 
take him as far as Edmonton, ashe 
was hopelessly outdistanced by his 
competitors.

ELECTRIC PLANT 


Gleichen ratepayers were asked 
last week whether they wanted to 
take over the Vigar eluctrio light 
plant or not, and the answer wasan 
unmistakeable ‘‘Yes.’”’ The vote 
was taken last Friday just after the 


folke got through telling which of|i 


the three candidates for the Pro- 
vincial House they liked best, and 
at the official count the vote stood 
64 for the bylaw, 7 against, and 1 
spoiled ballot, the latter being hit 
twice in the same place after the 
word ‘‘Yes,’’ apparently by some- 
body who stuttered. The seven 
who voted against the bylaw have 
not yet been around to tell the edi- 
tor why they were so mean. 

As a reault of the vote, the plant 
will now become the properiy of the 
town, and the extra thousand dol- 
lars which the people voted, will be 
expended in moving the. plant over 
the road to amalgamate it with the 
other. No change will be given 
back to the people. Payment on 
the plant will extend over a term 
of ten years with interest at the 
rate of six per cent, This will mean 
an aunual payment of $543.48, and 
in the meantime you will have to 
pay your light bill as well.

Under the Municipal Hospitals 
Act passed at the recent Session of 
the Legislature, the Minister of 
Municipal Affairs is authorized to 
divide the province into Hospital 
Districts, He is also charged with 
the responsibility of supplying, 
plans, specifications, estimates, ad- 
vice on sights and management and 
such other assistance as he may 
be able to give. The bringing into 
existance of a hospital depends upon 
the initative of the people. When 


only one municipality is con- 
cerned, all that is necessary to in- 
itiate action is a petition signed by 
twenty-five electors and agreed to 
by the municipal council, When 
more than one council is concerned 
the consent of the other council or 
councils is necessary, as well as the 
petition from the electors within 
the municipality. The preliminary 
work being done, the council shal 
appoint a hospital board, In the 
case of one municipality undertek- 
ing the work, the board shall con- 
sist of three members of the council. 
When there are two municipalities 
in the proposed district each council 
shall appoint three representatives, 
one being a member of the council 
and two electors, not councillors. 
When the appointments are made 
the names are sent to the Minister 
who names a convenor and the 
place and date of meeting for organ- 
ization. The board has power— 

To appoint such officials as may 
be necessary and to fix the amount 
if remuneration; 

To determine the site and arrange 
for purchase of same; 

To ar:ange for the acquiring or 
rection of a suitable building; 

To muke arrangements with any 
‘xisting hospital, if preferred to un- 
dertake the establishment and 
maintenance of a separate institu- 
ion; 

To engage medical practioneers 
tnd nurses; 

To arrange for financing the hos- 
vital, the preparation of estimates, 
he municipality providing the 
noney as for other municipal enter- 

rises, 

The levy for capital expenditure 
shall not be higher than two mills 
on the dollar, 

As soon as the plans are approved 
by the Minister of Municipal Affairs 
thecouncil shall prepare a by-law 
for the submission to the electors, 
which must be voted on within 
- three months.
